Other Firms

Industrial experts gravely ad- 
mitted this week that Andover’s in- 
dustrial expansion program is right 
back where it started a year ago. 

Industri al Commission Chairman 
Ralph Urich agreed. 

He pointed out that plans for 
industrial growth here were built 
around Sylvania-Corning Nuclear 
Corp., which announced Monday 
that it has abandoned a 150-acre 
site in West Andover. 

The firm isn’t going elsewhere, 
according to its president, Dr. Lee 
Davenport. But all plans for the 
local area, where it had been pro- 
posed to build a vast nuclear fuel 


research and production center, 
have been abandoned. The com- 
pany, at least temporarily, has 


also dropped its plans for any ex- 
pansion. 
Meeting Tomorrow 

The Industrial Commission will 
meet tomorrow night to talk over 
the situation. Mr. Urich suggested 
this week that it may be six 
months or more before anything 
can be done in the West Andover 
industri al based

First, and most important, you can afford to send 
your child to college. Millions of American parents 
do it every year. Today, one third of all boys and 
girls of college age are going to college, and the 
percentage is going up every year. Ten years from 
now nearly half the youngsters in the country will 
seek a college education. 

Many of these families who send children off to 
college have incomes of less than $100 a week. 
How do they do it? It takes a lot of careful plan- 
ning. 


IT’S WORTH PLANNING FOR. The average college 
graduate, today, earns 88 per cent more money 
than the average high school graduate. This totals 
nearly $100,000 more in a lifetime. The 20 per 
cent who attend college hold over 70 per cent of 
the jobs paying $5,000 or more each year. Seventy 
per cent of all those in executive positions over 
fifty years of age are college graduates. And of the 
prominent people listed in Who’s Who, 89 per cent 
attended college. 

The demand for college-trained people is sky- 
rocketing. This is true not only in the professions 
and the sciences, but in the white-collar jobs, too. 
It means, that in the years ahead colleges will be 
harder to get into than ever before. But colleges 
will still be on the lookout for boys and girls who 
show promise and interest, who will make good 
citizens in the years to come. There will always be 
room for these. 

The information on this page has been gathered 
by the Mutual Savings Banks of Massachusetts. 
It does not tell the complete story, but it contains 
many useful suggestions that may help you guide 
your child to the college of his choice. 


How net is your child? 


Rdueators say the earlier you 
start planning for college the 
better. In fact, you can start 
the day your child is born. But 
even if your youngster is in the 
last year of high school, college 
is still very much in the picture. 


AGES 1 TO 12. If you are the parents of a younger 
child, you are in an ideal position to send him to 
college. You have plenty of time to carry out a 
program of saving, and experts say that savings 
can make the difference between your youngster’s 
going to the college of his choice or going to none 
at all. 

You can help your child prepare for college, 
even in kindergarten and grammar school. En- 
courage his interest in the world around him, 
Stimulate his mind by offering him educational 
books. The Children’s Division of the Boston 
Public Library will gladly recommend a book list 
for various grades and ages. Other public libraries 
will do the same. 


AGES 13 TO 16. If your child is now in junior high 
or the early years of high school, make sure he is 
taking a college course. This will probably mean 
a junior high and high school program which em- 
phasizes English and Mathematics with a good 
exposure to Science and Social Studies. Liberal 
Arts colleges will demand foreign language study, 
while technical schools may want more Mathe-

matics and Science. Other elec- 
tive courses at high school are 
also acceptable to colleges. 

Help your child think about a 
career after college. It may in- 
fluence the choice of both insti- 
tution and subjects. In your 
local public library you will find 
books and pamphlets with in- 
formation on various careers, 
such as medicine, law, nursing, 
fashion — almost every subject 
of interest to a growing boy or girl. 


AGES 17 AND 18. In the last two years of high 
school your youngster should choose the colleges 
to which he wishes to apply. The next section con- 
tains a list of things to consider. He should make 
a decision in time to submit his applications dur- 
ing his senior year. Application deadline dates 
will, of course, vary with the college. Note: 
Educators warn that you should apply to several 
institutions. Your child may not get into his 
‘first choice.” 


How much does 
College Cost? 


The U. S. Office of Education has figured the 
average cost of one year of college runs about 
$1600. That includes tuition, board and room fees 
and books. And the additional extras of clothing, 
laundry, cleaning, recreation and miscellaneous 
personal expenses. It does not include the cost of 
travel to and from college for vacations and week- 
ends. Here, once more, vou can see the financial 
advantage in choosing a college near home. 

Naturally, some colleges cost more than others. 
In a recent article on this subject of college ex- 
pense, it was estimated that a parent will have to 
pay about $2,500 (including personal expenses) 

. to send a son to a private, residential college 
in fine East this year. 

Expense figures can vary widely — but educa- 
tors do agree that the cost of a college is not a real 
measure of its value. 


WHAT COLLEGE COSTS IN NEW ENGLAND. 
Here in Massachusetts, you are 
fortunate to be surrounded by 
some of the nation’s oldest and 
finest universities.

How to Get the Money 


Every expert in the field says savings will make 
the difference. How much you are able to put 
aside will, of course, depend on your means. But 
remember, even as little as 
$300-$400 of savings can get 
your child to college. 

The earlier you start saving, 
the longer you have to save and 
the easier it will be. There are 
other sources that may help 
supplement your savings, but 
the first thing to do is to plan 
a systematic savings fund.

For instance, if your child is eight years old, 
you have 10 years to save for his education.

Precinct Meetings Good Idea 


The Planning Board’s idea to have precinct meetings 


about zoning changes is a good one. We hope voters of the 


town think so too and turn out in goodly numbers to dis- 


cuss these important suggestions. 


We have been outspoken against many of the Planning 


Board’s proposals, particularly as they concerned two- 


acre lots and up-grading large sections of the town to one- 


acre lots. 


But all these ideas deserve a hearing — and lots of dis- 


cussion — before they are put in the annual town meeting 


warrant. It appears that the Board wants to know how re- 


sidents of the town feel about the proposals and the voters 


should tell the Board exactly how they feel, pro or con. 
We have been skeptical about precinct meetings of 


recent years because there seems to be little interest 


among the voters. Too few attend the annual town meeting, 


never mind smallersessions on specific problems. But 
perhaps the men and women responsible for running the 


town, nearly 10,000 strong, will respond this time. 
It’s worth trying and we hope it works well. 


Politicians At Work? 


We hope the state knows what it’s doing in sending a 
section of Route 28 back for further study — thus delaying 
the highway’s completion until 1960. 

With the facts we have available, the decision looks 
anything but sensible — and harmful results may be forth- 


coming from the undue delay. 


This one section — north of the river — is vital to the 


highway’s success in relieving traffic congestion along 


present Route 28. Without it, motorists heading north will 
have to get back on present Route 28 this side of the 


river — creating traffic problems and clogging the busy 


Streets. 


It will, to be sure, be easier for commuters who live 
here — for the new sections of Route 28 south of the river 
will be opened up for use when they are completed. But 


this 


falls far short of the real contribution of this new 


highway — elimination of through traffic from town and 
city streets where local traffic already causes a king- 


sized headache. 


It seems strange to us that the state would send this 
section of the route back for more study after completing 
a plan that was thought good enough to warrant verbally 
telling homeowners their property would be taken. This is 
usually done only when a plan is approved, so that land 
and home owners affected can be notified while others can 
be certain their property won’t be affected. As it stands 
now, a lot of people are worried about the possible land- 
takings because they have been told the state will take 


their land — only to have the plan virtually scrapped. This 


just leaves everyone hanging in air, without any real 


assurances either way. 


Some suspicious persons have advanced the idea that 
the DPW is just trying to stall off the road long enough to 
use its completion as a lever for prying more money from 
the Legislature. We think this probably is not so, for, as 


we understand it, the money necessary to complete the 


project is encumbered and 


projects, 


may 


not be used for

While this particular suspicion may not be true, we do 
believe that the change in administration and in DPW com- 
missioners may have had something to do with this pro- 


blem — for apparently a plan was given some sort of 


approval early last summer, prior to the change in com- 


missioners. It is possible that the in-coming commissioner 
or the year-old administration on Beacon Hill had some-

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GOURMET 
“STEALS”

The honest bounty of the most 
painstaking kitchen, I’ve dis- 
covered, consists mainly of good 
classical dishes — _ delicious 
achievements because the cook 
knows her art as well as_ her 
limitations — and no time does 
she waste (preparing for dinner 
guests, at least) on whimsy and 
experimentation. 

This is one lesson I had to 
learn the hard way even though 
my best inspiration in the realm of 


cookery — my _ gfandmother — 
warned that there could be no 
gastronomic enchantment in 
“‘something new and different’’ 


unless it was basically good and 
perfectly executed. 

It was interesting to me to read 
in Samuel Chamberlain’s wonder- 
ful book ‘‘Bouquet de France’’ 
that this same principle was 
used by probably the most famous 
of all French cooks — La Mere 
Fillioux of Lyon — who, in her 
celebrated restaurant, served only 
six perfect main dishes from which 
to make a selection. 

Well, even though most of us 
never learn to truffle a dove or 
cut a chicken from its’ skin in 
one piece, bone and give it the 
fancy French treatment including 
complete reconstruction and back 
into the skin again, we can turn 
out a superb cocotte or two. 

Mrs. Ernest Krakhauer, for in- 
stance, does a delicious thing 
called ‘‘Serbian Rice’’ which is 
one of her family classics. She 
was hard to pin down for measure- 
ments because she likes plenty of 
freedom here, but for a family of 
six she suggests the following. 

SERBIAN RICE 
(Mrs. Ernest Krakhauer) 

2 lbs. cubed veal 

% cup rice 

Beef stock (2 bouillon cubes 

in hot water will do — about 

1 pint in all) 

1 tsp. ginger 

salt and pepper to taste 

10-15 drops of Maggi 

soning 

1 onion, chopped 

3 heaping Tbl. sour cream 

Parmesan cheese

wonderful family 
casserole which is as big a hit 
with children as it is with adults. 
The finished product should be 
moist, the veal very tender and 
there should be a nice browning to 
the top. 

Roll the veal in ginger and salt 
and pepper. Saute the onion in 
butter or other fat, then add the 
veal and brown. Meanwhile boil 
the rice in beef stock in your 
favorite manner of cooking rice or 
according to directions on _ box, 
but when tender remove from stove 
and do not drain. Stir in 
browned veal, plus the pan 
drippings to which has been added 
some boiling water, then add the

Maggi seasoning. Stir in the 
soured cream; pour into greased 


casserole or cocotte (if you want 


to help the children out with 
French); smooth the top, add 
grated cheese, paprika, melted 


butter and bake 30 minutes in a 
350 degree oven. You can prepare 
this ahead as Mrs. Krakhauer often 
does and keep refrigerated, but if 
you do allow another 15 or 20 
minutes in the oven. 

CREVETTE ET RIZIERE 

(Shrimp and rice) 

This is not a French recipe . . 
I’m just playing around with 
French words for amusement. It is 
one, in fact, | use on my best 
friends at least twice a year and 
lest I be accused once more of 
hoarding it, see if you’d like to 
try it: 

2 lbs. large raw shrimp 

1 Tbl. fresh lemon juice 

3 Tbl. salad oil 

% cup raw rice 

2 Thl. butter 

44 cup minced green pepper 

‘4% cup minced onion 

1 tsp. salt 

1/8 tsp. pepper 

1/8 tsp. mace 

dash cayenne pepper 

1 can undiluted condensed 


tomato soup 

1 cup heavy cream 

% cup sherry 

% cup slivered almonds 

paprika 

The hardest part of this, which 
is shelling and deveining the 
shrimp, can be done early in the 
day. The rest, even as late as an 
hour and a half before your guests 
arrive, can be done with a minimum 
of effort, after you’re all dressed 
and ready with everything else, 

After shelling and deveining the 
shrimp cook in boiling, salted 
water for 5 minutes. Drain. Place 
in a 2-qt. casserole; sprinkle with 
lemon juice, oil. You can cook 
the rice now or wait until later, 
but if you do it early, refrigerate 


both the shrimp and rice. 

About an hour and a half before 
serving time, saute, in the butter, 
the green pepper and onion. Add 
to shrimp in casserole along with 
the cooked and drained rice, the 
seasonings and all the rest of the 
ingredients except % cup of al- 
monds and paprika. Top with the 
reserved almonds, then sprinkle 
with the paprika; bake uncovered 
for 55 min. or until bubbly and 
serve in the same

because it has become apparent 
that customers want to either park 
where they want to shop or they 
keep going to some place where 
they can park close by. 

W. R. Hill called special atten- 
tion to this by commenting that 
Methuen residents had been 
shopping here because they 
couldn’t park easily in Lawrence. 
Now that it is easier to park in 
Lawrence, he said, not only will 
the out-of-town people return there 
but local men and women will go 
to Lawrence to shop because it 
is getting easier to park than in 
Andover. 

Chairman White agreed that a 
business community must either 
grow or fall back, but can’t stand 


still. He warned that unless the 
local business areas grow, the 
merchants will be faced with 


competition from a West Andover 
shopping center. In this light, he 
urged the merchants to approve 
and work for the proposed expan- 
sion of business zones south on 
Main st., as suggested by the 
Planning Board. 

The merchants were certain that 
areas for parking must be located 
right in the center of the 
shopping area. An alternate, on 
Barnard st., would be satisfactory, 
they felt, if the land could be 
obtained. 


The plan the merchants put for- 
ward was generally the one dis- 
cussed last year, when the Select- 
men talked with property owners 
about the possibility they might 


sell street-front land on Park st. 
The estimates were high, the 
Selectmen recalled, which led 


them to drop the project. 

Another possibility, Selectman 
Stafford A. Lindsay said, would be 
the use of land behind Park st. 
but using Post Office ave. as an 
entrance and its extension as an 
exit onto Klm st. This, the mer- 
chants felt, would be good if a 
foot path could be acquired 
through the alley onto Park st. 
P.O. Avenue 

Post Office ave., it is recalled, 
has been the subject of consider- 
able debate over the years. Set 
in the heart of the downtown area, 
it is privately owned. The police 


department has many times ex- 
pressed the wish that the town 
could own it, for better traffic 


control and safety in the square. 
And the Selectmen have tried, as 
late last winter, to arrive at 
some agreement with the 
Samuel Reznik. An article in the 
annual town meeting warrant for 
$5000 to fix the avenue, pending 
arrangements to acquire it from Mr. 


as 
owner, 


Reznik, was withdrawn when legal 


counsel said too many problems 


existed. The avenue does not 
conform to present-day widths and 
other restrictions placed by the 
Planning Board. Thus some ques- 
tion has been raised as to how it 
may legally be accepted by the 
town without first being fixed by 


the private owners. 
Several merchants commented 
that these problems probably 


could be worked out if the town 
decides off-street parking must be 
created in the area. 

Attending the meeting from the 
Board of ‘Trade were George 
Lister, Stanley Swanton, W. R. 
Hill, Milton Cole and Douglas 
Howe. Police Chief David Nicoll 
attended, with the three select- 
men, Mr. White, Mr. Lindsay and 
William V. Emmons.
